willing to advocate toleration of them; while others ars vebemently demand- 
ing their extermination. It may not be quite fair to compare Mr. Beecher to - 
Gamaliel, either, for that philoäpbieal lawyer who lived in the days of the 
eurly apostles was willing to admit that there was a possibility of their work.
